I nave the honor to forward herewith statement No. III as described in the orders of 
Government, No, 4952, dated 24th September 1872, and as provided for in section 89, 
Act X, 187). The period embraced by the accounts isthe year terminating with 80th 
September 1876, and the delay beyond due date in the submission of the statement is owing 
to the meeting of the Committee, called for 13th instant for passing the accounts, haying to 
be adjourned until this day in default of a quorum. The year under review was the first 
during which the cess has been collected in this district. . 

2. our meetings only of the Committee were held during the year, but these meetings 
represent but a very small portion of the time that is devoted to road cess work by the 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and many of the members. : 

8. The accounts (see form No, 6, Part II) sent herewith give details of receipt and 
of expenditure on each item of work, and I have to add to the accounts the following report. 

4. The actual receipts from the ocss and other sources amounted to Rs. 1,45,721, the 
anticipated receipts as per budget submitted to you on 13th September 1875 having been 
put at Rs. 1,55,517. ; 

5. The cess for the year was collected at full rates, but these were not resolved on with- 
out some discussion, the members generally being of opinion that no collection in excess 
of what could be expended advantageously during the year should be made. On this 
point, however, the estimates which had been drawn up proved satisfactory to the Com- 
mittee. 

6. The balance sheet is prepared according to the form prescribed by the Public 
Works Department, and before remarking on the items of expenditure on works, I would point 
out that Ks. 82,000 were devoted to the repayment in part to Government of the loan 
adverted to in paragraph 2 of my report, No. 589, dated 5th January 1876. Rs. 10,000 
were also paid towards the expenses of Government on the staff of the Department of Public 
Works employed on road works during the year 1874-75; beyond these the establishment . 
for the collection of the cess cost Rs. 9,500 odd. The working establishment (including the 
salary of the District Engineer for a portion of the year only) draw Rs. 5,250. Taking off 
the amount of unadjusted advances at the close of the cess year, the amount expended 
actually upon works amounted to Rs. 65,818 odd. . 

7. In the expenditure of these funds, the Committee have steadily pursued the system 
they have adopted from the timeof their formation. The old roads are kept in repair and 
metalled, where there is a press of traffic, as funds admit. Bridges of timber on these 
roads are gradually being exchanged for masonry bridges. The new lines of road provided

8. From the number of works included in statement I of December 1872, and the 


supplementary statement I submitted on 7th May last, it will be seen that the more 
and crying wants in the way of communication by land have been looked to, and that the 
iD taeiple orks of raiped roads ‘will be sufficient to otiploy ‘the funds \of she. Gouinsietes for 
some years to come. In spite of gccasional agitation on the subject, the Committee have 
determined to attempt no great work of excavation demanding an uncertain exp re, and 
uncertain in its fruits, until the results of the work of dredging in the rivers of Dacca are 
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10, The next greatest expenditure has been in the way of repairs. The roads on 
which money was expended have been placed in repair for the dry season ; but as none of 
them have up to date been metalled, some expenditure is required annually, at the close of 
the rains, on each. I should add that there are still remaining roads which in some places 
have dwindled to mere tracks) which, though not encroached on by cultivators, require 
repairs, amounting to almost entire renewal, before they are brought to the condition they 
were, or were intended to be placed in when originally constructed. 

11. The applications from local residents for village roads have been.so numerous that 
it has been impossible to comply with all; the funds available for these works being limited 
in consequence of other more pressing wants. More of these small cost roads are, however, 
being taken in hand during the present year. 

12. The expenditure on the working establishment during the year was considerably 
below what was provided in the estimate ; but since the close of the year a demand has been 
made on the part of Government for payment for the services of the staff of the Department 
of Public Works employed until the District Engineer took charge of his duties in March 
last. The District Engineer took charge of his duties from the Executive Engineer, Public 
Works Department, but the latter official did not make over plans and estimates of original 
works then under preparation. 

» , 36.8 take this opportunity of bringing to your notice the apparent necessity for 
“fevising the rules laid down by Government in circular No, 173, dated 7th May 1872, and on 
subsequent occasions. This district (as are also perhaps others) has hitherto been totally 
unprovided with made roads, not because the nature of the country forbids their existence, 
but from its being distant in situation and with a purely agriculttral population, blessed 
some four months of the year with natural water highways. The grant of funds by Govern- 
ment for road-making was always most moderate, ‘lhe cess has now provided a fund not 
more than sufficient, but still considerably greater than in many districts where the commu- 
nications by land are in a very different state. 

14. In utilizing these funds some of the standing rules have been violated, and it 
would seem that, unless some alteration in them is made, they are likely to be violated in 
future also by all the officials concerned. If no work is done until every preliminary rule 
has been observed, there will be a total stoppage of work. ; 

15. For instance, rule 5 of circular No. 173, quoted above, points out the duty of 
the Superintending Engineer in regularly visiting at least once in the year all works. In 
this district the Superintending Engineer has not yet seen any work, either original or 
repair, undertaken since 1873, or since then either in progress or contemplation. It seems 
absolutely necessary that the official who has to give his professional opinion on projects 
before they are undertaken should have some acquaintance with the surface of the country. 
The effect of this want of knowledge is that when plans and estimates for a road with a 
petty temporary wooden bridge over a khall are submitted they are returned with the direc- 
tion to employ a staff during the rainy season in ascertaining the height of floods for miles 
round, and the velocity of current in a khall which is actually stagnant or nearly so, These 
inquiries occupy much time, and if the Engineer spent a single half hour in riding over the 
road, he would himself be satisfied, from the conformation of the country, that the inquiries 
are in such cases unnecessary. 

16. The difficulty in the way of carrying on pressing works has been recently still further 
enhanced, It has been ordered that no road is to be widened without plans and estimates 
being prepared and submitted as in the case of a new work. ‘To carry out such an 
arrangement, the entire income of the Committee will have to be spent in establishment of 
surveyors. ‘To prepare the information required for two new lines of road only, an Execu- 
tive Engineer, Assistant Engineer, overseer, and draughtsman, have been employed for some 
two years. How much more labour is necessary if every existing road that requires 
widening and raising must be submitted with every detail to the central authority in 
Calcutta. 

17. Ifyou also are of opinion that the rules referred to require revision to become 
eters in working, T would venture to ask that you will propose some alterations. 

itherto original works known to be of pressing need have been commenced without being 
submitted to Government, and, as in paragraphs !7 and 18 of your No. 653R., dated 8t 
February last, approval has been given to the carrying on of such works in an informal 
manner, and to the expenditure of these funds by the Committee in accordance with estimates 
previously submitted.

' 11. Besides ibe District Road Cess Committee at Furreedpore, which met nine times, 
there are two Branch Committees—one at Madaripore and another at Goalundo: the former 
had four and the latter six sittings during the year. Considering the means at its disposal, 
the Committee at Goalundo has worked most energetically and successfully, the one at Mada- 
ripore having done the least. During the last two years it has been unable to spend even 
a thousand rupees in the entire sub-division of Madaripore, although its ordinary require- 
ments demanded an outlay of many times that amount. ‘Ihe Chairman’s remarks in 
paragraph 7 of his report, dated the 14th November 1874, hereto appended, to the effect that 
the people of the sub-division of Madaripore do not care for roads, is not borne out by the 
real state of things, for on a visit which I recently paid to one of the five thanas of the 
sub-division, I received several petitions from the inhabitants for roads. To show, too, 
that they were quite willing to contribute towards the cost of what they so much desired, I 
may mention that one native gentleman offered Rs, 5,000 for a road from his village to the 
police station, while another, in begging for aroad to connect his village with a daily market, 
offered to contribute largely towards its cost if the Committee would only undertake it. 
This, I am glad to say, has since been taken in hand. 

12. In February 1876 the small outturn of work in the sub-division of Madaripore 
was particularly noticed and pointed out to the Chairman of the District Road Cess Com- 
mittee, his attention being called to the Government circular No. 32, of the 27th September 
1878, and the Ggvernment proclamation notifying the rates of road cess for 1573-74, 
which enjoined that every effort should be made to see that “ all local claims are freely met, 
and that every tax-payer derives a fair benefit from the tax which he pays.” He will be 
again shortly addressed on the subject, and I trust that the current year will show a much 
more getiatectery outturn of work than the past.

24. The Chairman’s report, with enclosures herewith submitted, give fu!l details of the 
works executed, and I have nothing to add to it beyond expressing my approbation of the 
energy, zeal, and discretion with which the works have beeu carried out, I notice prominently 
that out of the sum of Rs. 60,436-15-5, shown under the head of “ Original Works,’’ 
upwards of Rs. 30,000 have been spent in‘ village roads, which must have gone far towards 
convincing the rural population that the road cess levied from them was meant to be expended 
for their benefit. 


25. The engineering establishment, it seems to me, is rather larger and more costly 
than it need be, and is* possibly susceptible of some reduttion. The Chairman will be 
addressed on the subject. Petty works may frequently be carried on without much profes- 
sional supervision, as the villagers for whose benefit they are intended would gladly under- 
take to execute them properly if they are allowed the sums estimated for*them.

27, In*addition to the abowe, the Laksham road between Tipperah and Noakhally, 
which was préposed to be undertaken in the last year, may be undertaken this year. Its 
plans and estimate are now under preparation. ‘The Mukram khall, proposed last year, has 
been for the present disapproved in consequence of some engineering difficulties. 


28, «General -remarks.—The working establishment of each district, except Backer- 
ge, where the cess had not begun to be levied, was sufficient for its requirements. Under 
the ‘classification laid down in the Government resolution No. 1209, dated 8th March 1875, 
Mymensingh and Tipperah are each districts of the Ist class, and each have a District 
ineer of its own, with several overseers. Dacca and Backergunge are in the 2nd class, 
all.their works having been carried out by overseers of the District Committeés, under the 
fessional supervision of the Divisional Executive Engineer. Furreedpore is in the 
rd class, with’a Resident Engineer of its own, and some overseers under him. 


29. The t amount of work was done in Tipperah, and its several Road Committees 
appear to have worked with great energy and zeal, winle the outturn of work in Purreedpore, 
compared with its ihcome, has been the least. e 

80, In conclusion, I’ would take this opportunity of adverting to-one of two of the

No, 1209, dated 8th March 1875, and first with regard to rule 6 of the first orders, which requires 
the Superintending Engineer to make regular tours of inspection at least once a year. It 
will be seen from the report of the Chairman of the Mymensingh Committee that the Superin- 
tending Engineer has not seen a single work, either original or of repair, sipce 1873. 
Mr. Pawsey’s remarks as to the necessity or, at all events, the advisability of this officer having 
some acquaintance with the district appear to me to have much truth in them; and the 
result of this want of knowledge appears to be not unfrequently waste of time and an 
expenditure of money that would not be necessary had this officer any acquaintance with 
the general features of the country. J think, therefore, that for the future these tours should 
be insisted on. ‘ 

81. I think it would facilitate the operations of the Committee if the money limit ou 
their power of sanctioning original works were extended. 


In cases where the District Engineer has the qualifications of an Executive Engineer, 
and where the proposed work could not injure the country by obstructing the drainage, or in 
any other way, I think this limit might with advantage be raised from Rs. 2,500 to Rs. 5,000, 
and in cases where he has those of an Assistant Engineer, from Rs. 1,500 to Rs. 2,500, or per- 
haps Rs. 8,000. Similarly I would extend Commissioner’s powers of sanction to Rs. 15,000, 
subject, as now, in the case of works costing above Rs. 10,000, to the professional approval 
of the Superintending Engineer. Repairs may continue to be dealt with as at present. There 
is seldom any delay in these being taken in hand, as the Commissioner’s powers of sanction 
are unlimited, and his approval can at all times be speedily obtained. 


82. It has been recently ruled that the widening of an existing road must be treated 

as anew work. I venture to think this is not necessary. 

rigs bite Pale a wth January "The mere’ widening of a road is usually hardly a matter for 

Public Works Dapartineat ‘ oe professional consideration ; indeed such works bave generally 

to be undertaken in consequence of some purely local 

circumstances with which the Local Committee may, I think, be safely left to deal, provided 

the cost of such work does not exceed the limit up to which they can carry out repairs. When 
this is exceeded the Commissioner’s sanction should be obtained. 

33. In Mymensingh and Backergunge particularly there will soon be a very large 
annual income available for expenditure on district works. The requirements of both are 
almost illimitable, and Iam very strongly of opinion that some increased facilities for 
carrying on works are much required. The District Committees are composed of men of intelli- 
gence and local knowledge; they have the means of obtaining proper professional advice, and 
as the money under their controlis raised from their own district, I think they may safely be 
trusted to spend it to the best advantage, and to work subject to fewer restrictions than they 


are at presént.

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Miscellaneous receipts.—Under the heading of Miseellaneous receipts, Rs. 6,958 was 
expected to be refunded by Government, as this amount was advanced by the District Road 
Fund to the road cess assessment establishment; but as the Accountant-General, Bengal, 
latterly, by his letter No. 697T.M., dated the 28th September 1875, has simply authorized us 
to overdraw our fund by Rs. 1,250 every month for the said establishment, the estimated amount 
could not be recovered. Rs. 99 shown above as receipts are proceeds from other sources. 

Increase is observable only in cases of miscellaneous cesses and ferry tolls, The former 
is attributable to the realization of Rs. 1,196 over and above the amount estimated as fines 
for non-submission of returns under the Road Oess Act, and the latter is chiefly due to the 
increased sales and the consequent increase in the advance of the current year. This year 
they sold for Rs. 8,632, against Rs. 6,663 of the previous year.

* The above figures will show that the Committee’s finance is not at all in a flourishing 
state. The actual expenditure exceeds the estimate by about Rs. 17,000, Rs, 22,188-12-5 
having alone been advanced to the road cess collection establishment, for which no provision 
was made in our estimate, under the impression that the necessary funds will be supplied by the 
Government, subject to repayment from the proceeds of the road cess when it begins to be 
collected, Butj;as explained above, Government has subsequently decided otherwise. The 
actual expenditure, both on original works and repairs—noticeably on the former—shows a con- 
siderable falling off from the estimate, owing to the sanction of the Superintending Engineer 
to the estimate of the former having been received too late in the year—vide Commis- 
sioner’s letter No. 109G.M., dated the 16tle March 1876, This, however, looking to the 
drain that was put on our fund by the road cess valuation establishment, must, I think, be 
considered fortunate, otherwise we would have been landed in a greater bankruptcy than 
what is shown above. As it is, we have begun the year with a deficit of about Rs. 15,000. 

All road and canal works, original and repair, were undertaken during the year under 
report by the Committee’s own establishment, the original works alone being under the super- 
vision of the Executive Engineer. The total cost of establishment, together with’ the per- 
centage (44 on the value of the original works) paid to the Execative Engineer, was Rs. 4,209, 
or about 25 per cent. of the total outlay, viz. Rs. 14,475. This high percentage is attribut- 
able solely to the paucity of outlay. The work done was little, but nevertheless it was 
scattered all over the year, and the establishment had to be retained in full. 

5. The details of the work done during the year will be found in the Appendix B. 
It may, however, be briefly stated here that dver 574 miles of road repairs been 
executed, while 34 miles have been constructed during the year; and with this slight 
addition indicated above, the length of the unmetalled roads in this district may be stated 
at 307 miles. ‘This slight addition was made to the Hill Tracts and Ramghur roads. ‘The 
importance of these two roads was strongly L prverny out in the last annual report ; but the 
Committee regret that, owing to the lowness of their fund, there is little prospect of these 
two lines of roadways being completed even in another two years. 

Besides the above, one mile of Banskhgli canal was also cleared of its silt. 











6. The prosper: of the current year‘is also by no means cheering. Considering the 
want of the district, little has béen done ‘during the P ier under review: that during the 
current year promises to be still less. The recei the current year has been estimated 
at Rs. 25,000, while the cost of the road cess collection establishment alone is expected 
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to be about Rs. 20,000. Our budget was framed with an estimated deficit of Rs. 35,000 
at the end of the year, it being understood that Government will allow us to overdraw 
our fund for the cost of the said establishment; but while our budget, on the one hand, has 
been returned for submission of a revised one equalizing the receipts and disbursements of 
the year, the treasury officer has, on the other hand, already deducted Rs. 10,000 from our 
current year’s receipts on account of the deficit at the end of the last year, which amounted 
to Rs. 15,000. So we have virtually only Rs. 15,000 as our receipts, a portion of which 
only we will, I think, be able to lay out on roads, as, until we have run completely through 
our funds, we will have to bear the cost of the collection establishment. 

7. This is not all. The cyclone, which passed over the district just after the close 
of year, viz. on the night of the 3lst October last, has caused considerable damage to 
several roads and bridges, some of the latter having been completely swept away. It 
was only Jast year that the Committee sustained serious loss by an unprecedented inunda- 
tion, the effects of which on their roads and bridges have not as yet been wholly removed ; 
and the late cyclone will, therefore, probably make it necessary for them to apply for a loan 
from Government to be.repaid from the proceeds of the rdad cess. Details of the 
damages caused by the late cyclone are given below. : 

Arracan Road.—A portion of the western side of the road and the wooden bridge 
No. 1 have been washed away. A temporary bamboo bridge has lately been put on in the 
place of the latter. 

Ohandpore Road.—This road has sustained great damage in several places. Two piles of 
the bridge No. 1, and the platform of the bridge No. 21, have been carried away; also the 
approaches of all the bridges have been severely injured, and the bridges are now made 
passable by putting up bamboo platforms on either ends. 

Anwara Road.—The slope of the road has been partly washed away by the inundation, 
but no damage done to the existing bridges. 

Moiskhal Strand Road.—The road has severely been. damaged in two places, and the 
stone ballasts which were’ put alongside on the slope of the road, for protection of the 
embankment from the river Kurnafoolee, have partly beeg swept away by the inundation, 
A masonry pillar of the bridge No. 5 has fallen down, and the abutments and wings of 
the bridges Nos. 4 and 5 have slightly been injured. 

Moiskhail towing path.—This road and its bridges have sustained great damage by the 
flood Four wooden bridges from the line of this road have been swept away ; temporary 
bamboo bridges have been put up in order to make the road passable for foot traffic. . 

Khaloo Ghat Road.—This road has been injured in several places, and the existi 
bridges, with the exception of one which has suffered rather badly, have all been daciget 
by the inundation. 

8.' In conclusjon, I have to notice with satisfaction the conduct of the officers who 
were borue during the year on the Committee’s establishment. The District Overseer has 
shown his usual activity and energy throughout the year, and was prompt in carrying out 
the orders of his superiors. The Committee’s clerk also deserves favourable notice. He 
has discharged his responsible, and somewhat intricate duty with great punctuality and 
attention. I regret that, compared with other districts, his pay is rather small; but I hope 
the Committee will gladly take his case into their special consideration when the collection of 
the road cess will enable them to give him an increase. .

At present establishment swallows up so much that the fuud, as a road fund, is 
altogether paralysed.

OnicinaL Works. ° 
Roads and Bridges. 


Widening and straightening the Ramghur road.—This road has been widened and straight- 
ened two miles between the 13th and 19th miles, and made passable for carts, 

Widening and straightening the Hill Tracts road.—Oue and a half mile of embankment has 
been completed on this road between the Srd and Gth miles. 

River and canal works.—Banskhali canal.—The canal has been cleared out one mile in 
length from the mouth of Kodala Nallah to Kookorree Surrah, and it is in fair condition ; no 
repair will be executed during the current year.

oe to the Arracan road.—This road has received surface repair between the east 
bank of the river Kurnafoolee to the north bank of the old Hanger Nallah, on the 4th, 6th, 
7th, 15th, 16th, 22nd, 23rd, 25th, 26th, 27th and 28th miles; wooden bridges Nos. 1, 2, 3, 


9, 12, and 15, have been repaired, and partly the level of the road on the Sth and 9th miles’ 


has been raised. The road is in fair condition, and passable for carts. The floating jetty 
has been re-fixed, and a new road has been branched off from the Arracan road leading to 

- the jetty (200 feet in length and 12 feet wide) on the east bank of the Kurnafoolee and gn 
the mouth of the Boalkhali canal, and it is perfectly in good order: 81,867 bricks have been 
made fpr construction of abutments and wing walls to the ends of bridges Nos. 22}, 23, 
and 25 on the 16th mile. ‘ 

The construction and repair to the bamboo bridges on the Southern Arracan, Gurjoneeah, 
Ukheah, Nheela, Juldee, Parkee, Eastern Hill Tracts, ard Raujan roads, have been com- 
pleted, and the jungles from the sides of the hilly road have also been cleared out. 

The masonry abutments and wings to the north ends of the bridges Nos. 23 and 25, and 
the wings walls to the culvert No, 22}, will be constructed during the current year in place 
of the old wings, which have been damaged by the floods of August 1875. Necessary 
surface repair to the road will be executed from east bank of the river Kurnafoolee to the 
Choonate hills, and the bridges will receive necessary repairs. 

Wooden revetment and wings will be put on to the east approach of the bridge No. 9 over 
the Nallah Chandkhali, | : 

Repairs to the Ramghur road.—Surface repair has been made to the road between 3rd 
and 26th miles, and 20 wooden bridges have been repaired, The road and bridges are in fair 
condition, and are ble for vehicles. During the year 1876-77 necessary repairs to the 
road as well a§ to the bridges will be done from the nortkern boundary of the Municipality 
to Jogeeny Ghat. The road will be widened and straightened between Coterpur and i5th

It is in good condition, and passable for carts up to one and a quarter mile; the remaining part 
being unfit for cart traffic, owing to the absence of. bridges dnl narrowness of the old bridge 

No. 4. In 1876-77 surface repair will be executed to the road, and the bridges Nos. 1,2, and 
will be repaire .

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Surface repairs to*the following minor roads have been executed :—~Tipperah pass road, 
Nasirabad road, Kalurghat road, Bakolia road, Hallieshahar road, Moheskhali towing path, 
Moishkhali strand road, Chandpur road, Unwara road, Poroykora road, Shakirapole road, 
Dhulghat road. 

Bridge No. 4has thoroughly been repaired on the Shakirapole road; seven old wooden 
bridges have received repairs on the Chandpur road, and eighteen bamboo revetments have 
been placed to the approaches of nine bridges on the same; one wooden bridge on the 
Dhalghat road has also been repaired. 

Repairs to the Ramoo road.—40,893 cubic feet of earth-work were done in filling up 
gaps of this road, at a cost of Rs. 92-11-1; ninety-two thick jarool planks were purchased at 
a cost of Rs. 276 for bridge work, and Ks, 3-1 were incurred in conveyance and removal of 
the same to proper places, ; 

Petty repairs were done to the extension of this road to the beach, at a cost of

2. During the year under report there have been three sitting’s of the District Road 
Cess Committee, attended by the following members :—

3. This meeting was called to consider the annual accounts, but as a quorum was not 


formed nothing could be done ; but, with the concurrence of the members present, the accounts 
were passed and submitted under the Chairman’s couutersignature,

5. The business proposed to be transacted in this meeting had to be deferred to another

7. This was the only meeting during the year in which agquorum was together, and 
the very important business, viz. the consideration of the beceet pine br’ the cess year 
1876-77, was transacted and submitted to your office, viz. to the Commissioner of’ the 
Division. 7 

8. As hitherto, the District Road Cess Committee of Noakholly has been found to 
be nominal in character. ‘The members living in the interior take little-interest and no part 
in the Committee’s business, and. render no assistance whatever in the execution of projects 
for local improvements. ; 

9. ‘the management of the works carried out in the district falls upon the Chairman, 
along with the direction of the Committee’s business, ‘The Chairman has to suggest the works 
and put forward projects for the working establishment, During the last three years not a 


single suggestion from any member in the interior. connected with “4 vements has 
been received, No one among: them notices the way in which any road work pay a 
immediate vicinity has been carried out. she iia 3h ‘ 


10, The business of the. Committee is for the most part d , and otherwise. 
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11. The members of the Committee out in the district are generally very apathetic, 
and can hardly be got to apply themselves to any object not immediately and visibly pro- 
ductive of individual lucrative advantage. “ 

12. Nothing but the promotion of their own interests ever brings them willingly to the 
head-quarters. They only leave home when their absence for a time is likely to be of 
personal benefit. eee ; 

18. Their ways, habits, and idiosyncrasies, do not as yet fit them for being active 
practical members of a working committee at head-quarters ; they are all of them, neverthe- 
less, useful, as associated with the head of the district for district improvements ; and commu- 
nicating personally with these local representatives on road cess matters when on tour near 
their homes I consider to be an important part of the duties of the cold-weather tour, and 
do not object to such persons continuing members of the Committee, though, consulting 
- their own convenience, they may seldom or never attend the meetings of the Committee. 
There is much to be said in excuse for these well-meaning men, whose homes are along way, 
from the station. 

“14. I have “recently submitted certain nominations of neighbouring residents as 
members of the District Road Cess Committee, and hope that when those nominations are 
sanctioned, the inconvenience now felt in the transaction of the Committee’s business will 
be <a to a certain extent by exalting the requirements of the law to*be at once 
fulfilled. 

15. During the year under report, the district roads sustained considerable damage 
from the flood of August 1875, and they could not be restored to fair order even owing to 
paucity of funds and to the sudden and unexpected curtailment of the Government grant. 
Every possible effort was made to move the Government to reconsider its order in respect 
to the withdrawal of the allotment made to this district, but without success. An attempt 
was made also to procure a loan, which was disallowed ; the Committee then had no alterna- 
tive but to carry out urgent and necessary repairs as far as means at their disposal admitted. 

16. During the year the following works have been executed. 

17. Four miles of the Lucksham road were raised and widened at a cost of 
Rs. 2,350-1-3. The earthwork done to this portion of the road amounted to 779,620 cubic 
feet. 

18. The masonry work of the six timber-topped bridges on the Lucksham road was 
completed at a cost of Rs. 207-4-1]. “The necessary materials were procured in the 
preceding year, but the planking of the bridges was deferred for want of funds. 

19. Bamboo spurs and palisades were fixed at Mohindaghona to prevent an encroach- 
ment on the road by the Noakholly khall. This work is carried out every year for the 
protection of the road, The Committee proposed to alter the line of the road, and laid 
down Rs. 800 for the purpose in the original estimate for the,year under notice as a measure 
of economy, wishing thereby to avoid annual waste of money be temporary construction of 
bamboo spurs; but the project was temporarily abandoned, owing to the curtailment of the 
budget grant. 

20. A section of the Shahebghatta road was altered owing to the original line of road 
having been cut away by the current of the Noakholly khall. 

21. Rivers and canals.—The only work undertaken during the year under notice under 
this head is the cutting of a short canal at Shahebghatta, to save the Taktakhali road and 
the adjacent country from fhe constant encroachment of the Noakholly khal. This was a 
cutting of a bend of the khal to straighten the passage and to divert the stream. This work 
was finished, at a cost of Rs. 1,179-5.3, to a distance of 2,000 feet. 

22. Parts of the district main roads passing through the sudder stationrhave been 
metalled to the extent of 1,190 cubic feet. 

* 23. Considerable repairs were done to the main roads of the district, viz, Devangunge, 
Begumgunge, Old Lakhipur, Taktakhally, Chittagong, and Luksham roads: Rs. 6,309-7 were 
thus expended on these roads. 

24. Surface and slope repairs, jungle clearing, and filling up rat-holes, have been attended 
to on the other petty roads of the district, so as to render them passable. 

25. The station roads were dressed toa length of 268,750 feef,,and levelled to the 
extent of 207,000 cubic feet earth-work. 

26, The Ramgunge road has been repaired to the extent of 226,900 cubic feet. Much 
earth-work was done to it»,in order to make it passable by travellers aud convement for the 
conveyance of the dak. This road, though not open to much ¢art-traffic, is much frequented 
by people of that part of the district when coming to and from between head-quarters and 
the interior. é. , 

27. The flood of August, 1875, and the incessant raing that fell during the year, caused 
considerable damage to the district bridges. Also they were made passable by repairing the 
masonry portions, and by re-planking the superstructure whigre necessary, so as to prevent 
pi een of traffic, so far as the limited means at, the disposal of the Committee would

28, Beside’ the amount disbursed from the District Road Cess Fund, Rs. 262 were spent 
during the year from the Circuit-house Fund in improving the roads loping to the 
circuit-house, by repairs to the existing roads and by the construction of two culverts. 

. umchur bridge, where a toll-bar is established, had woes coaliraty 
se bod. been, renonstructed by. building masonry. ttresses and 
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renewing the wooden platform. Rs, 1,472-14-4 had to be spent on this bridge owing to the 
damage it had sustained from the flood of August 1875. . 

30. The same work has to be renewed this year, as all that was done last year was 
swept away by the cyclone and inundation of the 3}st of October last, Immediate steps 
were taken to restore it as before. ‘ 

31. Imay remark here that the cyclone and inundation of the 81st October 1876 have 
caused very great injury to the district roads and bridges, and a considerable amount will 
have to be expended to restore them to their former condition. 

32. Ihave the honor to state that the submission of this report has been delayed owing 
to the non-receipt of certain information called for from the Executive Engineer of the 
division, which ise not yet been supplied. 

88. As it does not seem expedient to wait for the above information, I beg to submit 


the report as it is, without further delay. ‘

8. At the commencement of the year there were Rs. 8,071-4-6 outstanding on account 
of advances made to Tipras in 1872 for immigrating into Myoni Valley, and for advances 
made to sufferers during the heavy floods of July and August 1875, as per Bengal Govern- 
ment letters, Nos. 3071 and 2137, of 1th May 1872 and 25th August 1875, received with 
Commissioner’s Nos. 257 and 204H, of 28rd May 1572, and 4th September 1875, respectively. 
From the amount in question Rs, 6, 001-4-7 were recovered during the year, leaving a small 

balance of Rs. 2,069-15-11 recoverable during |!876-77; but to that amount a sum of 
Rs. 4,829 was added, owing to the searcity “which prevailed in the Chingree Valley and in 
other places within the Hill Tracts during the last rainy season, which scarcity was warded 
off by advances to hill chiefs and other headmen. Both the above items of advances 
make up a sum total of Rs. 6,898-15-11 shown under the head of advances outstanding at 
the close of the year under review. ‘The greater portion of these will undoubtedly be 
reimbursed to Government in cash or labour during the next four or five months, 

4. Thesum of Rs, 3,600, shown as balance at credit of deposits, was added to the funds 
of this district in May 1874 by the Accountant-General of Bengal, which amount is in 
excess of this District Road Fund grant. The Treasury Officer and the Accountant-General 
were sg oer requested to adjust the accounts, but they have not done so up to date. 

The District Road Cess Act, X of 1871, cannot be introduced into this district, as 
sheen are no landed interests on which the tax may be levied ; hence a Road Cess Committee . 
has not hitherto been needed in this district. . The works "are etecuted under the immediate 
supervision and control of the Deputy Commissionef, and the expenditure is incurred under 
the authority of the Commissioner of Chittagong: 

6. The following works were executed on the main road from the Rangamattee 
ee ee 

* Communication, original works, Roads and gi South-Eastern Trunk Road, 
Lathes Branch, Rangamattee, towards Chitfigong, 24 miles. Class IV, No, 3.— Ties se 
of the hills near Rangamattee for a distance extending over amile were levelled, : 
. breadth to’the road varying from ten to eighteen feet at the top; and about 97,000. ciubie 
"of earth were excavated and removed: cost, Rs, 972-6-4, 
8. About two miles of road running through marshy land was made*into a permanent 
road by excavating and tkwowing on that road about 350 1000 cubic feet of earth, oa cost of 
Rs. 2,938-5-8. Alarge quan quantity of the earth was brought, fe a distance of 150 to 200 
yards. This part of is out a ed we nd watered by ‘ral hill 
vee mon and dam ‘contracted calito part of the vein ‘iste cat pry sme 
io eolet water for the purpose: of destroying the tract Bit 
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which grows luxuriantly on both sides of the road; but unfortunately the embankment gave 
way in August last, and the large collection of water covering an immense area of rice land 
escaped. The men will reconstruct the dam next dry season. . 

9. The top of the hill near Rangamattee was cut, and 191,000 cubic feet of earth 
removed: cost, Rs. 1,494-8-6. The height of the hill has now been reduced by about 50 feet, 
rendering it easy to climb, and has been nearly fitted for wheeled carts. ° 

10. About 70,000 cubic feet of earth were cut and removed from Manickcherry hill at 
a cost of Rs. 6)5-4. The Executive Engineer has requested a large portion of that hill to be 
cut down, without which a road practicable for wheeled carts cannot be made. 

11. About 800 feet of the rocky sides of hills ,below Goagramoin on the above road 
were cut and the road improvéd: cost, Rs. 190-3. 

12. Abovt 1,450 yards of small roads were constructed at the station at a cost of 
Ra. 292-2, by cutting the sides of hills and removing 18,200 cubic feet of earth; and 700 
yards of road from the police new hospital to the foot of the Deputy Commissioner’s 
cutcherry at Rangamattee improved by cutting 5,000 cubic feet of earth: cost, Rs. 195. 

18. Of the 89 temporary bridges constructed on the road from Rangamuttee towards 
Chittagong, 64 were made of bamboos with light wooden logs and props, and 25 of thick 
logs of wood. Mules and cattle can pass over the former, and elephants over the latter 
bridges. The total length of these is about 2,000 feet, and the average breadth about 54 
feet: cost, Rs. 2,024-7-3. ’ 

14. Adam for keeping a reserve of water was constructed at: Rangamattee at a cost 
of Rs. 471-10, and 11,800 cubic feet of earth were thrown and turfed at the junction of the 
beds of two hill streams. A waste drain was also cut to a length of 160 feet with a depth 

‘ of 7 feet. It has stood the rains, and is in good order. 

15. A masonry spring we!l for pure water was constructed at a cost of Rs. 425-646 
below the new hospital at Rangamattee. The well and its water are in excellent condition. 

16. A circuit bungalow was constructed at Rangamattee,—vide Bengal Government 
letter No, 3935, of 7th August 1875: cost, Rs. 712-9.

Class II, 
No. 2.— Repaired three miles of road from Chunderconah, towards Rangamattee, by cutting 
and removing jungle; also the wooden bridge on that road: cost, Rs. 21-18-8. 


20... Rangamatiee, towards Chittagong, 24 miles. Class IV, No. 5.—Repaired twenty miles 
of road from Rangamattee, towards Chittagong, twice in the year—once in December and again 
from August onwards, by cutting and removing jungle and sunn grass: cost, Ks.

21. Débris and boulders which had fallen on the road towards Chittagong were 
removed : cost, Rs. 160-5-6, About 650 yards of road, at a cost of Rs. 96-10; the revetment 
of the road and two masonry wells, at a cost of Rs. 68-12-9, were repaired and white- 
washed at head-quarters.

The Government of Bengal has not sanctioned the above allotment, but has required 
(vide its Proceedings No. 3101A., of 29th August 1876, received with Oommissioner’s 
No. 872G.M., of \4th September 1876,) to be placed at the credit of the Department of 
Public Works the large sum of Kis, 3,385, and the Opntroller of Accounts has thrown the 
burden of the survey, to the extent of Rs. 1,077-10-8, on the local establishment. The two 
items make a total of Rs. 4,462-10-8, the payment of which, on account of establishment, 
is quite out of proportion for a small district like the Chittagong Hill Tracts, the only 
income of which is the grant-in-aid from the Provincial Reserve ‘Fund, not amounting to

50. During the cyclone on the morning of the 1st Nowember some damage was caused 
to the temporary bridges, and a considerable number of big trees have fallen on the road 
from Rangamattee towards Chittagong, on which account the budget estimates of this 
district will hardly be affected. . 

51. The survey of the road.from Ruma to Rangamattee, which was sanctioned by the 
Commissioner in his letter No. 8309G.M., of 18th August 1875, at a cost of Rs. 1,500, could 
not be carried out, owing to a fit officer not being available to execute the work, hence the 
works on that road cannot be,estimated for, and that sub-division has not the proper means of 
communication either with the men of the plains or the head-quarters of the district. 

52, Finally, it is gratifying to state that the year 1876-77 has opened a field for com- 
petition for labour in the hill tracts. Hitherto, all works were executed by hill and Bengali 
coolies employed at a fixed salary, and very little work could be obtained from them, while 
the expenditure was exceedingly large. This year all earth-work has been made over to a 
contractor at Ks. 4-8 per every 1,000 cubic feet, and there is every likelihood that much 
work will be executed at a very much smaller expenditure. This being only the commence- 
ment, savings may be effected in subsequent years and changes made in the rates of contract.

I nave the honor to submit the following report on the operation of the District Road 
Fund in the district of the Chittagong Division during the cess year ending 30th September 
1876, and to forward herewith the divisional &ccounts of the fund, together with copies of 
the district reports and accounts for the cess year in question. 

2. The submission of this report has again been delayed this year owing to the non- 
receipt of a complete report from the Chairman of the District Road Committee, Noakholly, 
until the 8rd ultimo. The atterition of the Chairman has been drawn to this delay. 

8. An abstract of particulars regarding the meetings of the District Road Committees 
in the regulation districts of this division during the yedr also accompanies. There being 
no landed interest properly speaking in the Hill Tracts on which the road cess may be 
levied, Act X (B.C.) of 1871 has not been extended to that district, nor has any committee 
been formed for the management of its road fund, which rests solely with the Deputy 
Commissioner. | 

4. During the year under review the Committee in Chittagong consisted of five 
octal, wea ten non-official members, and they had seven meetings; the aneage attendance 
being 6'14. 

5. Some of the non-official members were conspicuous by their’ non-attendance, and 
are. to have evinced no interest whatever in the duties entrusted to them. The 
Vice-Chairman suggests that their names should be removed from the list of members, and 
their places filled up by men who are likely to take interest in a work of this nature. The 
Chairman has accordingly been asked to revise the list and, if necessary, to submit fresh 
nominations. The rest Frosce members seem to have shows fair activity and interest in

hey ek eo three meetings, with an average attendance of eight, in two of which no 
peat rn formed. ‘This is most unsatisfactory. The Chairman has not only been,

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expects no such difficulty in forming a quorum after the late revision of the list of members, 
I have taken no further notice of the matter than to intimate that I expect there will be 
a marked improvement in this respect during the current year. 

7. The non-official members are reported to have taken no interest in matters connected 
with the district road works, nor to have lent any assistance in the execution of them. 

8. The receipts of this division during the year under review on account of the District

11. The total expenditure (Rs. 79j641-10-4) of the year under review, with the unex- 
pended balance (Rs, 14,174.1-11) on the 80th September 1876, amounted to Rs, 93,815-12-3, 
out of which Rs. 20,102-12 were deficit overdrawn from the treasury by the Chairman of 
the Chittagong District Road Committee in excess of the actual receipts, the fund at his 
disposal having been inadequate to mect the annual requirements ; while Rs, 3,600 remained 
as a balance at credit of deposits not. included in the fund at the disposal of the Deputy 
Commissioner as unadjusted balance. 

12, As the valuations under the District Road Cess Act X (8.C.) of 1871 were not 
completed in Chittagong and Noakholly, where the Act has beet introduced, the cess on 
land, &c., could not be realized duritg the year. This, combined with the withdrawal (vide 
Government orders No. 1725, of, 8th April 1876,) of half the grant.in-aid allowed by 
Government resolution No, 3710, of the 24th July 1875; precluded the execution of many’ 
urgent works in those districts as well asin the Hill Tracts, which latter district entirely 
depends on grant-in-aid, there being no local sources of ineome. 

13. With the diminished resources at their disposal the Committee managed in a 
measure to maintain their roads, ‘bridges, &c., doing slight repairs on many of them, at the’ 
same time executing the most urgent-original works. 

14, The cost of repairs and maintenance during the year in this division amounted to: 
Rs. 21,274-3-8, aud of original works to Rs. 27,291--6. Of the former, Ks. 2,361-0-7 were 
spent for the maintenance of Kumaria and Moishkhal ferries in Chittagong, and of the latter, 

2,600 were paid as compensation for lands acquired during the year, the cost of origiual’ 
works and repairs having been curtailed to the utmost. : . 

15. There was, however, a very large expenditure of Rs. 22,844-14-9 in Chittagong’ 
onestablishment that had to be entertained to make assessment, under the District Road Cess 
Act, on the numerous -esthtes which exist in that district. The maintenance of this 
establishment has told seriously on the Committee’s resources, and, as will be seen from ite 
annual accounts and reports, has almost reduced the fund to a state of bankruptcy ; but the

(TRANSLATION.) 


Declaration.—The Commander of the Troops of the Military District of Odessa, Ohief 
of the Coast Defences of the District, General Aide-de-Oamp Séméka, has the honor of 
notifying that, in consequence of the iaying of torpedoes, ships of neutral States requested 
to withdraw in view of a bombardment cannot do so except on condition of being piloted by 
Russian officers through the passages left between the torpedoes; but as this operation 
carried out in the face of the enemy might point out to them the position of these passages 
and enable them to make use of them, thereby depriving the town of its most important line 
of defence, General Aide-de-Camp Séméka, in .view of a state of affairs new in maritime 
warfare, and consequently not foreseen by International law, has the honor to request the 
enemy’s sbips of war to withdraw out of sight for the time necessary for the removal.of 
neutral ships (namely, for hours), warning them that if they do not agree to this 
demand, neutral ships will not be allowed out, and the Imperial Russian Government declines 
all responsibility for the consequences.

NOTICE, 


From the time of the declaration of war ({%th April 1877, the entrance of, and the 
departure of vessels from the Port of Odessa, from Liman of the Dnieper, and from the 
Boug, the Straits of Kertch, and the Bay of Sebastopol, is only permitted subject to the 
following conditions, which are not provided for by Maritime International law, but which 
must necessarily arise now that harbours are protected by barring them with mines, the 
passage through which is kept absolutely secret :— 


1, Every vessel on arriving must stop outside the line of mines. Russian officers with 
a crew will go and meet her,; they will assume command of the said vessel and navigate her 
into the harbour, after having satisfied themselves that the ship’s papers are in regular 
order. 

2. The Captain of the said vesse) shall engage in writing on behalf of himself aud his 
crew and passengers that, while passing through the line of torpedoes, no person shall remain 
on the bridge, or watch through portholes or .other openings the course followed by the 
ship. 

. 3. The same rule shall be enforced when merchantmen quit the harbour ; that is to say, 
a Russian officer and crew shall, in conformity with Articles I and II, take command of the 
said vessels. 

4, Ifa man-of-Wwar should make its appearance at a spot whence it would be possible to 
watch the entry and departure of vessels, the Russian authorities will insist upon its retiring 
to a certain distance during a period of time sufficient to navigate a vessel in or out. Until 
this formality is complied with, no vessel will be allowed to enter or leave.

—— of His Excellency the Serdar Ekrem concerning the measures taken on 
the Danube. 

The Commander of the Forces, making use of the right and power belonging to him, 
proclaims as follows :— 

War having broken out between the Ottoman Empire and Russia, the part of the 
Danube surrounded by Ottoman soil is considered a line of defence. The rules followed 

-elsewhere with regard to the navigation and commerce of neutral ships shall not be applicable 
Consequently all vessels are prohibited from passing up and downand carrying on 
commercial operations in this part of the Danube. : 

The rules relating to spies shall be applied from the 21st of April (old style), in the case 
of captains and masters of all steam or other ships, large or small, who infringe this prohibi- 
tion, or do not apply to the authority. 

The ships as well as their cargoes shall be seized and confiscated. : 

Nevertheless, the of ships detained up to the 21st of April on the points of the 
Danube referred to shall not be liable to seizure if it does not consist of contraband of war. 

The present decision is to have a general application. The Civil and Military authorities 
will attend to its being strictly carried out. r

No, 15.—Simla, the 6th July 1877.—Organization.—The Right Honorable the Governor- 
General in Council is pleased to direct that the whole of the marine establishments afloat and 
on shore now employed under the several Governments and provinces of India shall be 
amalgamated into one Imperial Service, to be designated “ Her Majesty’s Indian Marine.” 

2. This service will be entirely under the Supreme Government of India, and such 
portion of it as may be required for service within the limits of minor Governments and 
other local authorities shall from time to time be placed at the disposal of those authorities 
for the discharge of their current duties, 

8. All officers and others belonging to Her Majesty’s Indian Marine shall be brought 
upon an amalgamated list according to their several ranks, grades, and classes, and shall, no 
matter where serving, be subject in future to the same regulations in to employment, 
pey, &c.; and all existing vessels, whether in Bengal, Bombay, or elsewhere, shall be placed 
on one list and classified and ere under the orders of the Government of India, 

A. The officers of Her Majesty’s Indiafi Marine will, sd far as may be considered 
advisable, bear the same titles as officers of the Royal Navy and will have the same relative 


» 
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5. The first appointments of officers to Her Majesty’s Indian Marine will be made by 
the Secretary of State for India in Council; their subsequent promotion, and the appointment 
and promotion of warrant and other subordinate officers without commissions, will be made 
dy the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council. 

6. All officers appointed to Her Mejesty’s Indian Marine will be considered on proba- 
tion, subject to confiemation on passing certain professional and lingual tests, which, together 
with the qualifications to be required for the higher grades, and the periodical examinations 
to be passed prior to promotion, will be duly notified hereafter. 

7. All Marine establishments, dockyards, and vessels on the eastern and western sides 
of India will respectively be placed under two “ Superintendents of Marine,” one of whom 
will reside at Calcutta, and the other at Bombay. ‘These officers will have the rank of 
captain in Her Majesty’s Indian Marine, and will be immediately under the orders of, and 
responsible to, the Government of India for the discipline, interior economy and efficiency 
of the establishments, dockyards, and vessels within their respective limits, and over which 
- they will exercise a general control. They will also be the advisers of the local Governments 
in all subjects connected with marine matters and the establishments in their charge, as well 
as the channel of communication between local Governments and the vessels at the disposal 
of those Governments. 

8. The Superintendents of Marine will be assisted in the discharge of the duties of 
their office by such officers and establishments as may be considered necessary. 

9. The present titles of Master Attendant, Harbour Master, &c., connected with duties 
appertaining to the Mercantile Marine and the Board of Trade, or other Local Marine 
Service, will be abolished, and in lieu such officers will be styled “ Port Officers.” These 
appointments will be hereafter clearly enumerated and classified, and, under regulations to 
be laid down, will be held for fixed periods by selected officers of the Indian Marine, who will, 
whilst holding such appOintments, retain their rank and position in the general list of the 
service, and be otherwise eligible for promotion, advancement, transfer, &c. 

10. The personnel of the Marine Service in all classes and grades, wherever employed, 
will remain under the general control of the Government of India; and such portion as 
may be placed at the disposal of local Governments and authorities will not be liable to 
transfer or removal without the previous sanction of the Government of India, except ‘in 
cases of emergency which are to be immediately reported. 

11. Officers and others now holding Marine appointments in India, whether under the 
orders of the Supreme or local Governments, &c., shall at once become subject to the pro- 
visions of the foregoing paragraph, but will in other respects retain their present designations, 
position, appointments and allowances until it may be otherwise ordered. * Those officers now 
serving Who may be selected for Her Majesty’s Indian Marine will hereafter be gazetted to 
the grades and ranks for which the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council may 
consider them suitable, and in accordance with their several claims. 

12. Pilot establishments, local lights and light-vessels, conservancy of rivers and ports, 
shipping duties, &c., will not hereafter form part of the Indian Marine Service; such will be 
placed as far as practicable under local authorities or port or Harbour Oommissioners, 
excepting in regard to the selection of officers for the superior appointments as provided for 
in the following paragraph. 

13. Establishments for services of a permanently local nature, whether on shore or in 
vessels, on rivers or in harbours, will be recruited as regards the superior appointments from 
the Indian Marine Service under the conditions of paragraph 9, and all such appointments 
will be made by the Supreme Government on receipt of a report of the vacancy from the 
local Government or authority. 

14, The native and other subordinate establishments for such local services (within the 
limits of the amount of charge to be prescribed from time to time by the Government of 
India) will be appointed or promoted by the local Governments under regulations to be laid 
down by the Government of India; such subordinate establishments will not, as a rule, be 
liable to transfer for service in other provinces. 

15. For administrative purposes the Indian Marine will, as at present, be under the 
Military (Marine) Department of the Government of India, and an officer of nautical and 
local experience will be appointed au, Assistaut Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Military (Marine) Department. 

16. An Act to provide for the maintenance of discipline in Her Majesty’s Indian 
Marine will be laid before Parliament, and detailed instructions will hereafter be issued in 
regard to the organization of the Indian Marine and Dockyards, the uniform of officers and 
men, and the pay, pension, and leave to which they will be entitled. Pending the issue of 
such instructions aii exiting orders not hereby altered will remain in full force.

In supersession of Circular No, 1, dated 12th January 1877, the High Court is pleased 
to issue the following instructions. 

2. In future all Pleaders’ and Mukhtars’ certificates, whether taken ont for the first 
time or renewed, shall be issued by District Judges as from the lst January of the year in 
which they are taken out. 

8. District Judges shall in future submit, in the first week of February of each year. 
a return of the certificates renewed by them for the current calendar year, as well as the 
names of those Pleaders and Mukhtars who had not renewed their certificates up to the date 
of report, and who are not therefore entitled to practise, A list containing the names of 
all such persons is yo be stuck up in the court-house, with an intimation that théy are liable 
to penalties if found practising without having renewed their certificates. 

4. If any Pleader or Mukhtar whose name appears in the list shall subsequently take 
out a certificate duriug the year, his name shail be reported to the High Court.

2, As soon as this list shall have been prepared, the Deputy Registrar shall deliver 
one copy thereof to each appellant or set of appellants appearing separately, or to his or 
their vakeels respectively, free of charge.

Majesty’s ship Raleigh recently touched has been furnished by Captain H. W, Brent, Her 
Majesty’s Flagship Undaunted :— 
This rock* (Raleigh Ce rises or, from the general muddy bed of the harbour ; it 
is about 160 feet long E. 8, E. and W. N. W., and 90 feet in width; the shoulest part has 
221 feet over it at low water ordinary spring ‘tides, but only 203 feet at extraordinary low 
springs. The general level near the rock has a depth of 25 feet over it at the lowest tides. 
A conical buoy, painted red, has been placed on the eastern edge of the rock, with—

press chimney (resembling'a monument), bearing .. N. by W. 4 W. 
Dolphin beacon .. N,N. W. 4 W. 44 cables. 
Oyster Rock Battery ‘(Colaba Observatory just open to the . 
northward) . W. 8. W. distant 7 cables. 


It is proposed to remove this rock by blasting.
